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ASBESTOS

URING the past decade much mention has 

been made regarding shortages of various 
critical materials. Of these, copper, nickel, steel, 
aluminum and rubber have received wide pub- 
licity, One of the major mineral raw materials used 
in a variety of essential products is asbestos. The 
United States has developed the greatest asbestos 
products industry in the world. These products 
are not only vital to the building material and 
heat insulation fields but also essential to other 
important industries, two specific examples being 
brake linings and clutch facings, steam and me- 
chanical packings. There is no known substitute 
for asbestos as required in the aforementioned in- 
dustries. Therefore, a shortage of such products 
would materially affect our modern way of life 
and any program of military preparedness. 

Our domestic mines probably do not supply 
more than 6 to 8% of our total requirements. 
Hence, the asbestos industry in this country is 
largely dependent upon foreign supplies. Canada 
and Africa are our principal foreign sources. 

The most extensive asbestos mining in the 
world occurs in the Province of Quebec, Canada. 
This area about 70 miles long and 5 to 6 miles 
wide produces white or chrysotile asbestos of high 
quality. The Union of South Africa contains the 
largest known deposits of blue or crocidolite as-

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bestos. While the total production there is low as 
a Whole still it ranks the highest in the world. 
There are also some deposits of blue asbestos in 
Australia and Bolivia but with exception of the 
latter there are no known deposits in the Western 
Hemisphere. 

The white or chrysotile constitutes 95% of the 
world’s production, From this the spinning fibres 
are used in asbestos textiles for fire-proof cloth- 
ing and steam packings. The blue or crocidolite 
asbestos in the packing industry is particularly 
useful in the chemical field. 

The outstanding physical characteristic of as- 
bestos is its fibrous texture and the fact that it will 
not burn. Other fibres such as wool, silk, cotton 
and flax cannot claim this distinction and it is 
for this reason that no man made fibre has re- 
placed asbestos in its essential uses. 

The white asbestos fibres are generally classi- 
fied in two main groups—crudes and mill fibres. 
Crudes are not passed through the mill but are 
hand cobbed and designated as follows: 

Crude | having a fibre length greater than 34” 

Crude 2 a fibre length from %” to 34” and 
having good tensile strength. 

Milled fibres are obtained by crushing and 
beating the fibre bearing rock until the fibre is 
removed from the rock by screening and air sep- 
aration identified by the following group classi- 
fication: 

Group 3—spinning or textile fibre, such as used 
in asbestos clothing and in the manufacture 
of steam packings, etc. 

Group 4—shingle fibre, too short for spinning 
and used for asbestos cement products such 
as shingles, wall board, pipe and compressed 
asbestos sheet. 

Group 5—shorts, used chiefly in the manufac- 
ture of asbestos paper and millboard. 

Group 6—stucco or plaster grade. 

Group 7—shorts used in roofing cements and 
roofing paints. 

Group 8 & 9—sand, gravel and stone, princi- 
pally used for asbestos flooring, wall tiles 
and similar products. 

The important domestic sources are located in 
Vermont and Arizona. The Vermont chrysotile 
deposits are believed to be the southern extension 
of the Canadian belt. While a small amount of 
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spinning fibre is available the bulk being in the 
lower grades. Arizona asbestos is also of the 
chrysotile grade with some soft flexible fibre and 
of excellent quality while others are harsh or 
semi-harsh. Total production is only a few hun- 
dred tons annually, nothing compared to the Ver- 
mont output. 

Next to Canada, Southern Rhodesia ranks as 
the world’s source of chrysotile. The Russian de- 
posits may be larger but their output is largely 
confined to domestic use with little reliable in- 
formation at hand. Asbestos deposits are known 
in several countries but due to low percentage of 
fibre production are of small value to the rest of 
the world. 

At the beginning of World War 2 and during 
the present Korean si ion, the W.P.B, issued 
restrictive orders pertaining to the use of the 
various fibres. Most of these restrictions are still 
in effect. The civilian requirements have for the 
past several years exceeded production with no 
relief in sight. In view of the increasing demand 
for asbestos in its essential uses, the discovery and 
development of new deposits especially in the 
United States are highly desirable. Within the 
past two years the Federal Government has rec- 
ognized the need for further domestic sources and 
is aiding in the exploration in search of new 
asbestos deposits. 

A substitution for asbestos has been accom- 
plished to some extent in the use of glass fibres as 
an insulation both on heat and electrical applica- 
tions but when exposed to water vapor and con- 
tinued flexing find it to be inferior. It also is 
generally considered unsatisfactory when used in 
friction equipment. In wire covering silicone rub- 
ber is substituted for asbestos with good results, 
hence it is highly conceivable that new materials 
will eventually extend and relieve the present de- 
mand on asbestos.

ELMIRA NOTES 


IHE regular January meeting of the Elmira 

Association of Purchasing Agents was held at 
the Mark Twain Hotel on Thursday Evening, 
January 22nd, with 50 members and guests in 
attendance.
